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CANT KEEP LIQUOR

IN YOUR HOUSE UNLESS IT IS OFFI-
CIAL OR STAMPED.

Important Decision—-Eesuls of a Divided
Court—Justice Mclver Calls Attentlon to
the Unlted States Court’s Declslon.

By reason of aa equally divided
court the State supreme court has ren-
dered a decision to the effect that a
man cannot keep two and a half gal-
lons of whisgey in his house for his
own personal use, without the com-
missioner’'s stamp upon it, without
laying himself liable to criminal pros-
ecution under the dispensary la~.

The decision was rendered in the
case of Anderson Chastian and the
judgment of the circuit court below
stands affirmed. Chief Justice Mclver
and Associate Justice Gary have filed
very strong opinions against sustain-
ing the finding of the lower court.
Mr. Justice Jones files the opinion on
the other side, in which Associate
Justice Pope concurs. In the-Flor-
ence case recently decided, in which
the court was equally divided, the ap-
pellants have submitted & request that
a rehearing be granted before all the
judges sitting en banc. No doubta
similar request will be made in this
case, Chief Justice McIver,in his opin-
ion, thus presents the matter in sub-

appeal was taken on the follew-
ing grounds in brief

First, Because his honor erred in
charging the jury as follows: *The
question is did he have liquor there,
nopinf'itdm-a without any stamps
on it?

The chief justice states that from the
testimony, the State consiables found
in the dwelling house, while defend.
ant was absent a three gallon jug
containing about two gallons of corn
whiskey, which they seized, because
there were no stamps upon 1t from the
State commissioner. There was no
testimony to show that the whiskey
was for sale or any other unlawful

or that the defendant had

ever sold whiskey. On the contrary
the defendant stated that he had ob-
tained the whiskey about three weeks
revious for his own personal use and

or no other se, because he was
bad health needed it; that he
never sold any whiskey and could

not tell how much of it he bad used
before it was seized. It was admitted
that the whiskey had not been bought
from a dispensary and it had no
stam it. The charge of the cir-
cuit h1|frll as fo.llo‘:‘li:h:rho in-
dictment is for storing ping in
alcohelic liquors, If a man
undertakes to keep liquor he must
have the stamp of the State commis
sioner, The question is did he have
liquor there, ing it without any
ﬁmt it so he must show that he
bought it from the dispensary or that
he obtained from the Siate commis-
sioner the stamps to put on it. The
law prevents this storing of liguors,
shows how it may ‘be kept safely
without any trouble and if a man 1s
not minded to put himself to that

for a person to have in his possession
sleoholic liquors, even for his own
use, unless the required stamps are
aupon it. Inthe first place the indict-
ment does not charge any such offense
for it does not charge that liquors
were found without the requisite
stamps. On the contrary the charge
is that the defendant unlawfully stor-
ed certain contraband liquor. In‘the
second place an examination of the
dispensary law of 1896 fails to disclose
apy provision making it an indictable
offense for a person to have liquor in
his jon without the stamps of
the State on it. There are several pro-
visions in that act making such liquor
liable to seizure and forfeiture, but
none declar i;lg tl‘ala.t the mere fact ;hﬁt
a person is found in possession of al-
coholic liquors without stamps shall
constitute a criminal cffense.

The sections of ihe act, which itis
contended sustain this ution are
the ist, the 25th, the 26th and 35th,
and these sections are considered in
the opinion of the chief justice.

After quoting the first section he
says that it ti; di;l;c:ted into at;m dtu
tipet parts; the part makes it a
penal offense to do any of the acts
therein forbidden, while the second
part was intended to render the li-
quors referred to liable to seizure
without a warrantand to forfeit them.
In other words the first sentence af-
fects persons only and not property.

while the second affects property and
‘pot persons. It is clear that the per-
son ¢! must not only have man-
ufactured, sold, bartered, exchanged,
received or accepted, stored or kept 1n
his possession spirituous liquors, but
‘must have done so for some unlawful
purpose for that is not only the proper
tical construction of the lan-
guage, but also such a construction is
n to relieve the otlicers char-
ged with the duty of storing and
keeping of spirituous Jiquors from the
ties prescribed. While the evi-
dence shows that the liquor in ques-
tion was kept in the defendant’s dwel-
ling house there is no evidence tending

to show that it was kept for unlawful
use. On the contrary, the evidence
is that he kept it believing that it was
necessary for his bodily health. Un-
less, therefore, the act contains some
provision making it unlawful to drink
or otherwise use for his own personal
benefit or gratification any spirituous
liquors not obtained from the dispen-
sary or not containing the stamps of
the State commissioner it is obvious
that one essential element of the of
fense charged is lacking. The act will
be searched in vain for any such pro-
vision, and hence it cannot be said
that keeping and using any spirituous
liquors for one’s own personal use or
gratification constitutes any offense
against the criminal laws of the State.

even purport to create any criminal
offense but deals only with the seizure
and forfeiture of contraband liquor.
Indeed the proviso recognizes the le-
gality of the possession of certain li-
quors which are not bought from the
dispensary.

'he 26th section is next quoted,
which it is contended was not to cre-
ate any criminal offense, but to pre-
vent the courts from entertaining any
action for the recovery of the price of
any liquor so seized.

He concluded by saying: *“A very
careful consideration of this case in
all its aspects leads inevitably to the
conclusion that the grounds of appeal
must be sustained.” Finally, hesays.
“Inasmuch as this opinion was origi-
nally prepared before the recent decis-
ion of the supreme court of the United
States in Donald vs. Seott, 165 U. 8.,
68, was announced, I desire to avail
myself of the opportunity now pre-
sented of adding that it seems io me
absolutely necessary to adopt the con-
clusion which I have reached in order
to avoid a conflict with the decision of
the supreme court of the United States,
which it must be conceded is a final
arbiter of all questions involving a
construction of the Constitution of
the United States.”
JUSTICE GARY'S VIEW.

Mr. Justice Gary, in his opinion
concurring with the opinion of the
chief justice, after reviewing the
facts of the case and quoting several
sections of the dispensary law applica
ble to the case says:
““When these sections are construed
together they show first thatthe act
does not prohibit, but on ¢he contrary
in express language, permits a person
to keep liquor in his ion for his
own use. Second, that in order to
throw the protection of the law around
the liquor in his possession for his use,
it is necessary to furnish an inyentory
of the quantity and kinds to the State
commissioner and apply forcertificate
to affix thereto,
““Third, that if the liquo in his pos-
session is seized because 1t has not the
necessary certificates and labels re-
quired by the act, and he claims the
liquor the burden of proof is upon him
to show that it is for his own use.
“The act contemplated that there
would necessarily be some time after
the liquor came into possession of the
person for his own use before he could
apply to the State commissioner for
the necessary certificates and labels.
If it was seizad because it did not have
the necessary certificates and labdels,
he was even then (o be deprived of the
liquor, provided he could show it was
for his own use; but in that case, the
burden of proof would be upon him to
show it was for such purpose. Any
other, construction of the act would
make a person a violater of the law
who simply received as a present a
bottle of liquor coming from another
State, although it mtght be his 1nten-
tion forthwith to apply to the State
commissioner for the necessary certifi-
cates and labels to affix to it.
“A construction contrary to that
which we place upon the act wouid
even make a n a violater o: the
law who took a drink of whiskey na-
less it came from the dispensary,
““We cannot think this was the in-
tention of the legislature. For these
reasons we concur in the conclusion
anounced by Mr. Chief Justice McIver.

JUSTICE JONES' POSITION.
Justice Jones, in his decision sus-
hi.ni:;s the lower court, contends that
the sole question for determination is
whether the di act of 1896
prohibits the storing or keeping of in-
toxicating liquors without having on
the vessel the stamp of the State com-
missiongr. ‘“The construction con-
tended for oy the learned chief jus-
tice,” he holds, “would practically
nullify the dispensary law, for itis not
possible to hcld that the keeping of
intoxicating liquors in possession
without permission of the stamp is not
punishable unless it was kept for un-
lawful use, and not be compelled to
hold the same thing in refereance to
the manufacture aund sale of such li-
quor. Moreover, if a sale of intoxi-
cating liquors is not unlawful, unless
made for an unlawfulfune, mt?:n 3
keeping in ion of contra
liquor for I.Se for a lawful use is not
unlawful. This would make a para-
dise for blind tizers; I should say,
rather, there would be no blind tigers
since everybody could sell and keep
for sale intoxicating liquors openly
and with impunity.

“The construction we contend for
is not only the natural and grammat-
ical construction of the languageused,
but is consistent with the scheme of
the dispensary act, whereas, the other
construction is the unnatural, ungram-
matical and destructive of the design
and operation of the dispensary law.
The question is one of construction
megely. It issimply our duty to de-
clare the law. We have nothing to
do with its wisdom or its severity.
The harshness of its operation, real or
supposed, should not in the least
swerve us from our plain duty. There
was no error in the charge of the
judge complained of and the judgment
of the circuit court should be affirmed.

NEW SCHOOL RULES.

—

SOME IMPCORTANT CHANGES ADOPT-
ED BY THESTATE BOARD.

Begulations Which Are Expected to In-
crease the Facllities and Usefulness of
the Public School System—O[l Interest to
Patrons and Teachers.

At arecent meeting the State Board
of Education adopted some rules for
the conduct of the public schools ir
the State which are very important
and, in some respects, departures from
previous regulations. These were
adopted afier much discussion, it be-
ing the desire of the board to make
the schools up to-date as far as possi-

e.

Among some of the more important
regulations are the following:

_ Requiring examinations to be held
in every county three times « year, in
Februsary, June and September.

Certificates for first and second
grades only will be issued, but tnis
does notaffect third grade certificates
now in exielences.

No teacher shall be kin by consan-
guinity or affinity within second de-
gree to a member of the board or prin-
cipal of a school shall be employed.

Certificates in one County shall be
good im another if it is proverly regis-

Only school supplies authorized by
the State Board shall be purchased for
use in public schools,

The complete text of the new rules
follow and must prove ef interest to
patrons and teachers alike:

The Stato Board of Education shall
be governed by the following rules,
except when a ruleis nded by a
two-third vote of the :

Section 1. The Governor shall be
chairman and the State Superintendent
of Education secretary of the board.

Sec. 2. The Board shall meet in
January, May and 8eptember of each
year and at such other times as the
chairman may designate.

Sec. 3. The secretary shall keep a
record of the actioLs of the board in a
book provided for that fpm-pcse.

Sec. 4. The order of business shall
be as follows: Calling to order, read-
ing of minutes of the previous meet-
ing, unfinished business, reporis of
committees, report of the chairman,
report of the secretary and new busi-
ness.

Sec. 5. All resolutions shall be re-
duced to writing by the mover, and
likewise all amendments.

Sec. 6. A motion must receive a sec
ond before it shall be entitled to con-
sideration by the board.

Sec. 7. The chairman and secretary
are authorized to fill all vacancies that
may occur in the Uounty Boerd of
Education and to report their action
to the board at its next meeting for its
consideration.

Sec. 8. Should a vacaucy occur in
the office of County Superintendent of
Education the other two members of
the county board shall perform the
duties of the office until the vacancy
is filled by this board and the chair-
man and secretary shall so instruct
them.

Sec. 9. All vacancies in the office
of County Superintendent of Educa-
tion shall befilled by ballat, anda
two third 7ote of the members present
shall be n¢ to fill the vacancy.
Sec. 10. An applicant for a teachers’
State certiicate shall stand a satisfac-
tory examination before this board at
a regular meeting of the board, or,
upen spec.al order of the chairman of
the board, the State Superintendent of
Education shall hold such examina-
tion and report the same to the t
at itsnext meeting, for its considera-
tion, or present a full diploma from
some college or university of standing
satisfactory to the board.

In all cases ap
satisfactory evidence of good charac-
ter. The certificate shall be signed by
the chairman and secretary of
board, under the seal of the office of
the State Superintendent of Education,
continue of force for two years, enti-
tle the holder to teach in the public
schools of_any County in the State
upon the registration of the certificate
in the office of the Counfy Superinten-
dent of Education of the county, and
may be renewed at the discretion of
this Board. A State certificate shall
not be issued to any person under 20
years of age. ) :

See. 11, Allscholarships in State in-
stitutions shall be awarded a competi-
tive examination held by or under the
discretion of the State Superintendent
of Education.

Note: The manner of awarding
these scholarships, together with rules
to govern them, was not decided on,
further consideration being postponed
until the next meetiag in May.

See. 12. The County Board of Ed-
ucation of each County shall meet on
the third Saturday in February, June
and September of each year for the
purpose of examining applicants fora
teacher’s county ificate of qualifi-
cation, and the transaction of all other
business that may come before it, am-
ple puolic notice shall be given of the
time and place of all such meetings.

Sec. 13. Every applicant for a
county certificate stand a satis-
factory written examination before a
County Board of Education, on uni-
form questions prepared and furnish-
ed by the State Board, the examina-
tion to be held in all the Counties on
the same day, or he or she shall pre-
sent to the County Board a full diplo-
ma from some reputable charte:
college or university of this State,
known to be of g standing. No
certificate shall be issued ona diploma
showing that the holder has complet-
ed the courseof only some particular
department of a school; the diploma
must show that the full college course
has been completed.

Sec. 14. Only on3grade of exami-
nation questions shall be prepared and
furnished for the County examina-
tions.

Sec. 15. There shall be but two
grades of teachers’ county certificates
—first grade and second grade—this
not to affect third grade certificates
now outstanding.

Sec. 18. A certificate shall not be
renewed by the board issuing it.
Provided. That if a teachers’ insti-
tute is held in the county, a first grade
certificate shall not be renewed unless
the holder attends the institute, and
provided, further. Thatif the hold-
ers of a second gradecertificate attends
the institute a second grade certificate
may be renewed.

Sec. 19. The County board shall
issue to each applicant making the re-
quired percentage a certificate, signed
by each member of the board and un-
der the seal of the County Superin-
tendent of Education of the County,
showing on its face the percentage
made on each branch and the general
average. The certificate shall run for
two vears from its date and the hold-
er shall be deemed competent to teach
in the public schools of the County.

Sec 20. No certificate of qualifica-
tion shall be granted by any County
Board under any circumstances to
any person who is under 18 years of

age.

Sec. 21. The County Board of one
County may recognize a certificate
issued by a Clounty Board of another
county, butin such case they shall reg-
ister the name of the holder, county
from which issued, date and number
of the certificate, and when so register-
ed it shall have the same force asif
issued in that county.

Sec. 22. Each County Board shall
keep a register in which shall be re-
corded the name, and, sex, color and
postoffice of each person to whom =
certificate is granted, and also the date
and grade of the certificate.

Sec. 23. Every claim of warrant is-
ued by a board of trustees shall be
signed by at least two members of the
Board and should not be approved by
the county Superintendent of Educa-
tion until the clerk of ths board of
trustees hus entered it upon a book
kept for that purposa.

Sec. 24. No teacher shall be em-
ployed by & board of trustess who is
related by consanguinity or affimty
within the second degree to 2 member
of the board or to a principal of &
school, nor shall they emplcy ateach-
er holding @ certificate iswued by a
board of another county until the cer-
tificate has been duly registered in the
offica of the County Superintendent
of their own county.

THE TIDE TURNING.

DEMOCRATS VICTORIOUS IN MUNICI-
PAL ELECTIONS.

Carter Harrison Wins--Elected Mayor of
Chicago by a Vote of Nearly Two to One.
Canton Goes Democratic.

CH10AGO, April 6 —With the magic
of his famous father's name, aided by
the independent split in ‘the regular
Republican ranks and theflocking of
the aiscontented laboring class to the
standard of silver Democracy, Carter
Henry Harrison was elected mayor of
Chicago today and a Democratic
triumph was recorded. The 56.000
plurality over McKinley over Bryan
was turned into a Democratic plurali-
ty of about 85,000 ovef Judge Nathan-
iel C, Sears, the machine Republican
candidate for Mayor. The almost com-
plete mayoralty returns show that
Harrison polled a plurality of about
75,000 over the next best man, Alder
man John M. Harlan, a Republican
who ran on the citizens ticket by him-
self. The figures also indicate that
the next mayor polled asmall majori-
:ly_ over tha three other principal can-

idates, flears, Harlan and Hesing,
the ex-postmaster and German editor,
whose ticket was called business ad-
ministration of municipal affairs. He
is & gold Democrat, but his boasted
strength among the independent men
of both ies dwindled to about 16,-
000 total vote. Harrison's total vote
is apout 140,000, which is less than
5,000 under the vote polled by Wm.
J. Bryan.

The total Republican vote is about
57,000 while McKinley polled 200,747
votes in November, The rest of the
city ticket, attorney, treasurer and
clerk, all the town tickets and a large
majority of the common council have
gone Democratic on the tidal wave
with the possible exception of the
Hyde town ticket. Harrison or Har-
lan carried every ward in the city and
the Republican machine was repudia-
ted everywhere. There is really noth-
ing left for the Republican party to
console itself with, except afow alder-
men whose records were good and
who happended to live in wards that
are usuatly Republican. The argu-
ment of the Republicans that if Hes-
ing and Harlan. the two Independ-
ents, had withdrawn, Judge 8
would have won, does not hold good
when it is shown that Harrison has a
clear majority over all three. The
other city tickets in the field cut no
figure at all.

There was a8 joyful demonstration
of Democrats on the streets when the
resuit became assured and thousands
gathered in front of newsoaper offices
to cheer as the news was displayed.
There were impromptu es,
works and much canuonading of the
atmosphere.

Carter Harrison said of the result:
*“It has been a victory of a united and
not a divided Democracy. Gold as
well as silver men cast their ballots
for me and registered a protest against
Republican misrule. The working-
men were with me,”

The late returns indicate that the
Democrats will have 39aldermen out
of 68 in the council. Twenty-eight of
the Demotratic candidates are proba-
bly elected out of 34 and with the 11
Democratic holdover aldermen will
give that party a majority in the leg-
islative body.

DEMOCRATIC OHIO,

CHioAGO, April 7.—A special to the
Record from Cincinnati, says: The
result of the municipal electionsin
Obio yesterday shows Democratiz
ina. The large cities which gave

nley such enormous pluralities
last November have gone Democratic.
McKinley had only 50,000 in the State
and all of this plurality came from
the cities which today went Demo-
cratic. Oauside of these cities, the
State was carried, by Bryan last No-
Iver issue and the
friends of John R. McLean, who is
the Democratic candidate for senator,
have made much comment on this
fact. They claim that McLean will
carry the legislatuye and possibly the
State ticket next November on the
free silver issue.

In Cincinnati, the home of Senator
Foraker, a Republican plurality last
year of 20,000 is displaced by a Demo-
cratic plurality of over 7,000. In
Cleveland, the home of Senator Han-
na, the Democrats made large gains,
and even the home of President Mec-
Kinley at Canton, went Democratic.
The home of Governor Bushnell at
Springfield is sirongly Republican,
and that cily elected a Democratic
mayor by over 400.

While the result in Ohio is due
largely to the opposition to Geo. B.
Cox, who had become offensive as a
boss the result in the State generally
is accredited to dissatisfactions

THRILLING DESCRIPTION

Of the Drowning of Three Mem Six Miles
From Greenville. \

GREENVILLE, April 6.—The Saluda
River is within its banks again, after
being on a boom Monday night and
this morning, during which three men
were drowned and one mule and two
horses perished. Three more men
miraculovsly escaped death after be-
ing consicerably bruised, and thou-
sands ef dollars’ worth of bridges
were swept away. The dead are John
Freeman, white, of Pickens County;
Jackson Byrd, colored, of Pickens
County; Babe Gillespie, colored of
Greenville County. The wounded
are: Claude Hood, William Green
and Mr. McDade, all white, of Pelzer.
This river has a decided reputation for
turbulence and violence, and many
drownings and hair-breadth escapes
are related of iis former sprees. It
